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| Horrors Out: of 
The Nazi Past 


Slowly passing years have 
dimmed the memory of things 
seen and heard at the Nurenberg 

trials. But all too 


Two former 

S. S. concentra- 

tion camp guards 

had been con- 

victed of mul- 

tiple murders 

and horrors. The 

Russians had re- 

cently returned them from prison 

terms in Siberia for having par- 

ticipated in the shooting of Soviet 

prisoners. This had delayed their 
German trial. 


The two S. S. guards were Gus- 
tav Sorge and Wilhelm Schubert. 
They were found guilty of having 
personally killed 102 and 67 per- 
sons respectively. They took part 
in hundreds of other killings. 


I recall standing at one of the 
concentration camps in early 1946 
and seeing what was left and what 
had been. There was the clothing 
of those murdered men, women 
and children. The rows of chil- 
dren’s shoes and the neatly tied 
bundles of small garments cried 


out with a mute, yet terrible, | 


eloquence. 


I recall a man standing with 
me, looking at the instruments of 
torture, and at the gas chambers 
where so many had died because 
Adolf Hitler and his followers be- 
lieved themselves a master race. 


“I don’t believe this could hap- 
pen in America,” he said. 


Always Sadists 


“It could,”’ I said, “if given the 
opportunity. There are always 
sadists who respond to any teach- 
ing of hate and violence.” 


I did not know then that in 
America in a little e than 10 
years there would churches 
bombed and burned out of hate. 
But anyone standing there—or 
later attending the Nuretiberg 
trials, would know that so long 
thereafter aS he might live he 
would have to speak out against 
racial hate wherever or however 
preached. 


At the trials in the grim old 
jail at Nurenberg men came limp- 
ing on crippled feet and legs from 
Nazi tortures. -Some had hands 
‘pitifully broken. There were 
women there who had been brand- 


_ ed and subjected to tortures bet- 


ter not said. I will never forget 
talking with a woman who was 
branded with a number on her 
arm. I kept wondering how deep 
it went spiritually. 


Day after day the witnesses 
came and testified. And watching 
were the high-ranking Nazi prison- 
ers, some of whom had given the 
orders. 


In lesser courtrooms were other 
trials—of lesser figures—S. S. men 
and guards. I recall one who had 
sent thousands to death. He was 
hard, indifferent. ‘“You have me,” 
he said. “I did it. I had my day. 
Now shoot me.” 


No Remorse 


There was no remorse. It is 
frightful what power over human 
beings can do to men and women 
whose brutalities are loosed by a 
regime of terror. 


Sorge and Schubert were two 
such. The former had been hus- 
band and father. The second had 
been a drunkard and a semi- 
police character. Their trial was 
described as one of the most 
grisly of the many such. For three 
rmhonths the evidence was piled up. 
Men and women were killed by 
being stamped to death. Others 
were beaten to death in front of 
the prisoners as object lessons. 
These were tied to a specially con- 
structed whipping block. Some 
were killed by being chained 
naked to posts and hosed with 
scalding water and steam.

U.S. Missiles 
Back NATO, 


Herter Says 


WASHINGTON (?) — 


The United States pledged 


Thursday to use its full array of aircraft and missile 
power to defend its Atlantic Pact allies if it should be- 


come necessary. 


It made this pledge shortly 
after President Eisenhower had 
cautioned this country’s North 
Atlantic Pact allies against ‘‘sub- 
stituting illusions for reality’ in 
seeking tension-reducing agree- 
ments with Russia. 


Speaking on behalf of the U.S. 
Government, Acting Secretary of 
State Christian Herter also told 
the 15-nation Atlantic Pact Coun- 
cil that the United States is now 
making faster progress than Rus- 
sia in developing missiles. 


Herter described American 
military might at a closed-door 
review of Soviet threats against 
Berlin and Germany. 


ACCENTS FIRM STAND 


He stressed the need for the 
Allies to stand firm while offer- 
ing to negotiate differences with 
Russia. 


Despite the mounting tensions 
over Berlin, Herter predicted the 
crisis would be settled without 
shooting. 


Herter spoke out a few hours 
after Eisenhower addressed the 
opening meeting of the pact coun- 
tries. 


Recalling his days as a soldier, 
Eisenhower appealed for free 
people to display courage, sacri- 
fice and perseverance while their 
governments search efully, for 
solutions to current East-West 
deadlocks. 


“We must be prepared, during 
the years ahead,’’ Eisenhower 
said, ‘‘to live in a world in which 
tension and bickering between 
free nations and the Soviets will 
be daily experiences.” 


LLOYD REASSURING 


Herter’s remarks at the closed- 
door session that followed Eisen- 


hower’s talk were relayed to; 


newsmen by Asst. Secretary of 
State Andrew H. Berding. 


Addressing the same closed- 
door meeting, Britain’s Foreign 
Secretary Selwyn Lloyd assured 
the allied representatives that his 
country stands as firmly as the 
other Allies in resisting Russian 
pressure for one-sided agree- 
ments. 


Lloyd put Britain on record as 
viewing any plan for neutralizing 


or demilitarizing Germany as the | 


worst possible solution of the Ger- 
man problem. 

He also said Britain would not 
advocate any troop and arms 
freeze plan in central Europe un- 
less it was linked with the goal 
of German reunification.

U.S. Backs Down 
On Test Flight

BERLIN (AP)—The Soviet Un- 
ion Thursday challenged Ameri- 


ca’s determination to maintain 
lfree air access to Berlin. It 
warned any new high-altitude 
flights through the Berlin air cor- 
ridors would risk collision with 
Soviet fighters. 


A Soviet Embassy spokesman in 
East Berlin insisted the dispute 
over Western air access route to 
this Communist-encircled city is 
strictly a matter of flight safety. 


U.S. DISAGREES 


But U.S. officials said it involves 
the principle of Western rights in 
Berlin, now threatened by Mos- 
cow's diplomatic offensive on 
Germany. 


Specifically at issue is whether 
the Soviets have a right to put 
a 10,000-foot altitude ceiling on the 
three Western air corridors, each 
running about 100 miles from West 
Germany to Berlin. Three Soviet 
fighters buzzed an unarmed 
American transport above 20,000 
feet last Friday as it flew through 
one of the corridors. 


The United States backed down 
on a plan to send through a sec- 
ond test flight Wednesday, possi- 
bly because of stern Soviet warn- 
ings. But a high-altitude C130 
Hercules transport was at an air 
base somewhere in West Germany 
standing ready to try again when 
Washington gives the green light. 


TO FLY AS NEEDED 


Reponsible informants said the 
big transports would fly cargo to 
Berlin as needed to supply the 
American garrison there. Ameri- 
can officials have said the planes 
would disregard the Soviet altitude 
limit if necessary. 


(In Washington, the State De- 
partment reiterated that it will not 
bow to any Soviet attempt to put 
a ceiling on the air corridor.

MILITIA MOBILIZED 


The tiny Indian protectorate of 
Bhutan, just south of the area 
where the new fighting was re- 
ported, mobilized its entire 5,000- 
man militia to meet the threat 
of possible trouble. 


Prime Minister Jigme Dorje of 
Bhutan told UPI correspondent 
Patrick J. Killen in Kalimpong 
that Bhutan would grant tempor- 
ary asylum to the Dalai Lama 
if he requested it. But it was 
clear Bhutan feared possible Red 
Chinese reprisal if the Dalai 
Lama remained for any length of 
time. 

Kalimpong reports said the 
Reds had turned Tibet into a vir- 
tual armed camp in the attempt 
to quash the still-simmering re- 
volt. Additional Peiping troops 
were said to be pouring in by 
motor transport and planes. The 
Red Chinese forces in Tibet were 
estimated at around 300,000 be- 
fore the fighting flared. 


The Kalimpong sources said 
the Reds were deporting 100 truck 
loads of rebellious Tibetans daily 
to forced labor camps, presum- 
ably in occupied Western Tibet.

TOKYO (®) — The general who commands U.S. 
forces in Japan has emerged as a GI hero—along with

The Air Force and the enlisted 
men told about the incident Thurs- 
day, a week after it happened. 
The Air Force said Platt may be 
completely innocent. But one en- 
listed man insisted the men with 
their emergency travel orders 
bumped the colonel, and he got 
mad and bumped them back. 


TWO FUNERALS 

Two soldiers were hurrying 
home for their mothers’ funerals. 
Both got there too late, although 
it is possible they would have been 
too late anyway. Another was go- 
ing home for his son's funeral. 

This is the sequence of events 
as given by the Air Force. in 
Tokyo: 

The enlisted airmen were getting 
ready to board the ‘Pacific Ex- 
press” for emergency furloughs. 


Platt, who is commander of the 
passenger terminal at Tachikawa, 
arrived with his wife and four 
children.

NEWARK, N. J.—?#—Newark’s 
Negro household population more 
than doubled between 1950 and 
1958 while the white household 
population declined during the 
same period, an official survey 
indicated Thursday. 

The survey sald that despite a 
large shift between the city’s 
white and Negro population, New- 
ark is generally free of attitudes 
that could cause incidents and 
trouble. 


The survey was made by the 
Market Planning Corp. of New 
York under a contract authorized 
by the City Council on recom- 
mendation by Mayor Leo P. Car- 
lin. The report said minority 
groups have opportunities here for 
economic and social advancement. 

The report estimates that New- 
ark’s Negro household population 


increased between 1950 and 1958 | | 


from 68,316 to about 142,000. Dur- 
ing the same period, according 
to the estimate, the white house- 
hold population has dropped from 
348,856 to approximately 256,000. 

The firm estimates that more 
than 12,000 Puerto Ricans sow 
live in Newark, where there were 
virtually none im 1950. 


The Negro population percent- 
age of 34.7 would give Newark one 
of the largest proportions among

Where neighborhood integration 
has occurred, the white residents 
are generally willing to accept it,

| Just Had to See Sick Brother,

FAYETTEVILLE, Tenn. > 
The Air Force enlisted man who 
rousted the top general in Japan 
out of his home at night to help 


bump a colonel off an airplane to 
the States is a former Tennessee 
farm boy. 


“In a way I didn’t want to call 
him but I had to get home to my 
sick brother,” Airman 1.C Coye 
Y. Bell said Thursday. All other 
appeals had been rejected “and 
I thought I'd make one last call— 
to the highest man.” 


“I didn’t have any time to 
waste,” he said, referring to his 
10 p.m. telephone call to Lt. Gen. 
Robert W. Burns, commander of 
U.S. forces in Japan. 


The GI had been called home 
on emergency leave. There were 
six other enlisted men in the group 
who were bumped from their 
seats by a lieutenant colonel tak- 
ing his family to Hawaii for vaca- 
tion. 

It was the first time Bell had 
talked with a general, he said, 
and he was “all shook up” and 
didn’t really remember much of 
the exact conversation. “It was 
kind of like a couple of fellows 
talking, though,”’ he recalled. 


The general “was one of the 
finest men I’ve ever talked to,” 
the 27-year-old Bell said. 


Burns followed through with the 
appeal and got Bell and the others 
on the plane after ordering the 
officer and his family off. 


Looking back, Bell summed it 
up this way: “We knew we were

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Talmadge Is Still 
A Political Realist 


Again demonstrating his keen political 
insight, Sen. Herman Talmadge has sug- 
gested to state leaders it would be a good 
idea to begin studies looking to possible 
revision of Georgia’s county unit system, 
an obsolete straitjacket of injustice which 
cannot possibly survive much longer. 

Sen. Russell’s quick assent indicates 
that the state’s sharpest political minds 
have assessed correctly the processes of 
change which have been occurring in 
Georgia’s economic and political struc- 
ture. In fact, it means recognition of the 
fact that the state’s transition from a 
plantation to a diversified economy is a 
reality. 

Both senators, stanch defenders of the 
system through the years, are right to 
take leadership in preparing the way for 
the inevitable. 

Sen. Talmadge’s announced purpose of 
forestalling complete destruction of the 
system in the courts may or may not 
succeed. Diehard leadership may have de- 
layed too long. But certainly the state’s 
growing urban centers and counties will 
appreciate the acknowledgment that such 
a change should come from “an obvious 
sense of justice.” 

Georgia’s unit system and present 
legislative apportionment is the most un- 
just of any in the nation. They have out- 
lived their usefulness. They have made 
a mockery of representative government. 

Let it be said that Georgia has not 
been alone except in the severity of its 
system. In state after state where present 
systems are inequitable, there are contests 
in the courts and in state legislatures. 
Legislative reapportionment in line with 
population changes is a response to po- 
litical reality. Systems tailored to condi- 
tions of 50 years ago obviously no longer 
meet the needs of the people. Land acre- 
age and pine trees make poor spokesmen 
for people who have left the land. 

Sen. Talmadge is a realist. He knows 
that such injustice cannot survive the 
test of time and the courts. Sen. Russell’s 
views in agreement, together with Gov. 
Vandiver’s determined attack on evils of 
entrenched bureaucracy which no longer 
meets the needs of the greatest number, 
add up to one of the healthiest develop- 
ments in Georgia politics of this century. 

Fair reapportionment in line with the 
changing character of 4yr population and 
our economy would make for a political 
revolution which has been very slow to 
come in relation to the agricultural and 
industrial revolutions which already have 
occurred. It is a recognition at last that 
Georgia is coming of age and is willing 
to meet the challenges which face all 
other states in today’s society. 

While there is much to be done to 
translate today’s needs jnto practical 
policies, Sen. Talmadge in taking the 
initiative has performed a great public 
service which history will acknowledge.

Maintains Its Identity 


Members of golfdom’s top echelon 
again are battling it out in the annual 
Masters Tournament at Augusta, an event 
which players and spectators alike re- 
gard with the greatest affection.

In the years since they 
have provided thrills galore, none of 
which surpasses the double eagle fired 
by Gene Sarazen en route to his victory 
24 years ago. 

The Masters was conceived as a living 
monument to Bobby Jones and his grand 
slam. That it has retained its identity so 
well for a quarter century is a tribute to 
the man himself and is a very impor- 
tant factor in development of the tourna- 
ment into the outstanding attraction that 
it is.

Mexican secret police, noting a sus- 
pected Communist labor leader in con-

Embassy in Mexico City, trailed him and 
then arrested him. 


He had on him a million pesos, about 
$80,000 in U.S. money. It was to be used 
to carry on the rail strike. Authorities 
also found evidence the Soviet Embassy 
was working with Mexican Communists 
to extend the strike into the oil fields and 
thus bring to a halt the entire Mexican 
economy. 


This is in the old, old pattern. The 
Germans, under Hitler, were interested 
in getting a foothold in Mexico because 
it is so near the United States and it also 
provides a base for operations south. 
Hitler maintained a large staff there. 

The Communists have an embassy 
staff of 100 in Mexico. This is out of all 
proportion to need. It is obviously a staff 
used for Communist activity in all Cen- 
tral and South America. Mexico is quite 
correct to request a reduction in the size 
of this staff. 

The government is to be congratu- 
lated on its intelligent, effective revela- 
tion of resources behind the strike. But 
it should be equally quick to grant relief 
to the railroad workers who had legiti- 
mate grievances. Not to grant them will 
make the Communists seem more attrac- 
tive in the future.

Nicholas to a spot outside the 
city limits to show her how to 
operate the French-made revolver 
she said she bought for protec- 
tion. 


Gano said the attractive 44- 
year-old divorcee bought the gun 
and some ammunition last July 
14. Her lover of 15 years, wealthy 
drug firm executive Forrest Teel, 
was shot to death early on July 
31 after spending the evening with 
a new woman friend. 


Dep. Prosecutor Francis E. 
Thomason brought out in question- 
ing Gano that the trigger of the 
.25-caliber, hammerless revolver 
must be pulled separately for each 
shot. 


Ganos testimony came just aft- 
er Judge Thomas J. Faulconer 
had -ruled against admission of an 
autopsy surgeon’s opinion on the 
relative position of Teel and Mrs. 
Nicholas in his car when three 
fatal shots were fired. 


The state asked the question of 
Dr. Emmett C. Pierce in an at- 
tempt to discredit the accused 
woman’s story that the shots were 
fired accidentally as Teel strug- 
gled with Mrs. Nicholas to prevent 
her from shooting herself. 


Prosecutor Phillip L. Bayt and 
his staff contend the bullet wounds 
indicate Teel was sitting facing 
straight ahead behind the wheel 
of his car at the time of the 
shooting. Mrs. Nicholas had found 
his car and waited in it until he 
returned from his new friend’s 
apartment. 


Judge Faulconer ruled Pierce 
was not qualified to surmise on 
the position of the persons in- 
volved when the shots were fired. 

Defense objections to the ques- 
tion had forced a quick adjourn- 
ment of the trial Wednesday. The 
jury was kept out of the room 
during the arguments.

the needs of elder people. 


The keen-minded, spry senior 
citizen has devoted much of 
his time throughout his life to 
water safety and fire control, 
has spent more than 36 years 
working for the Red Cross and 
other agencies emphasizing 
these two hazards. Now, frank- 
ly beyond 65, but as active as 
any man 20 years younger, he 
finds there is still a great need 
for his talents in combating 
these major hazards. 


NORTHWESTERN STUDENT 


Mr. Lowell’s work in this 
field began when he was a 
student at Northwestern. After 
college, he went into newspa- 
per work, writing for the 
Register and Tribune in Des 
Moines, Iowa, and for the Chi- 
cago Examiner.

in it are frequently well-intentioned but 
erring. Sometimes we're simply unquali- 
fied fools. 

People are always wanting to give you 
rules and I’m wary of most rules, figuring 
they’re more likely to apply to building a 
house or repairing a car than to building a 
human being. But a reader who works at 
the Georgia Training School for Boys in 
Milledgeville has passed on a set of rules 
which were prepared by the police depart- 
ment of Houston, Tex., and which you might 
like to consider. 


They're called, ‘‘Twelve Rules for Rais- 
ing Delinquent Children’’ and my friend 
declares she has seen the result of their 
application in the youngsters under her 
care. 


Here they are: 1. Begin with infancy to 
give the child everything he wants. In this 
way he will grow up to believe the world 
owes him a living. 2. When he picks up 
bad words, laugh at him. This will make 
him think he’s cute. It will also encourage 
him to pick up ‘cuter’ phrases that will 
blow off the top of your head later. 3. Never 
give him any spiritual training. Wait till 
he is 21 and then let him “decide for 
himself.” 


4. Avoid use of the word “‘wrong.”’ It may 
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develop a guilt complex. This will condition 
him to believe later, when he is arrested 
for stealing a car that society is against 
him and he is being persecuted. 5. Pick 
up everything he leaves lying around— 
books, shoes and clothes. Do everything for 
him so he will be experienced in throwing 
all responsibility on others. 6. Let him 
read any printed matter he can get his 
hands on. Be careful that the silverware 
and drinking glasses are sterilized but let 
his mind feast on garbage. 


7. Quarrel frequently in the presence 
of your children. In this way they will not 
be too shocked when the home is broken 
up later. 8. Give a child all the spending 
money he wants. Never let him earn his 
own. Why should he have things as tough 
as YOU had them? 9. Satisfy his every 
craving for food, drink and comfort. See 
that every sensual desire is gratffied. 
Denial may lead to harmful frustration. 
10. Take his part against neighbors, 
teachers, policemen. They are all prejudiced 
against your child. 


11. When he gets into real trouble, 
apologize for yourself by saving, ‘‘I never 
could do anything with him."’ 12. Prepare 
for a life of grief. You will be likely to 
have it.

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Over-Counter 


Cost May Vary 


Question: I heard something 
the other day that really set 
me back on my heels. I was 
told that, in the over-the- 
counter market, the “insiders” 
always get a better price than 
the general public. Tell me the 
truth. Is this true? Are there 
“inside prices” and “outside 
prices?” If it is true, it’s about 
time this was exposed. 


Answer: OK, it’s exposed—if 
that’s the word for it. It’s no 
secret that there are inside and 
outside prices in the over-the- 
counter market. This has been go- 
ing on for a long time. 


Trading in the over-the-counter 
market is done somewhat differ- 
ently than it is on stock ex- 
changes. 


MAY BE DEALER-OWNED 


When you want to buy a stock 
that isn't listed on a stock ex- 
change, you normally buy it 
through an investment dealer who 
may either sell you some of that 
stock he owns or he may buy 
enough of that stock to fill your 
order and sell it to you. 


"In this over-the-counter trad- 
ing ‘sometimes called ‘‘unlisted’’ 
or ‘“‘off exchange’’ or ‘‘off board’ 
market) there is naturally a lot 
of trading between dealers. 


The prices the dealers quote 
on the stocks among themselves 
are the “inside’’ prices. But 
when the dealers quote a price 
to the public they give the ‘‘out- 
side’ price. The over-the-counter 
dealer normally makes his profit 
(and earns his living) by buying 
stock at one price and selling it 
at a higher price. 


PROFIT AROUND 5 PCT. 


How big a profit is the over-|?3 
| the-counter 


dealer entitled to? 
That depends on how long he has'| 
held the stock dnd how much 
risk he has taken: by holding it. 


A general rule of thumb is that the | ( 


dealer's profit should be about | 
5 per cent on each transaction. It | 
is often lower than that. But some- | 


times it’s higher. 


That's why it’s not the worst | 
idea in the world to check around 
with several dealers to make 


counter market. 


And, here’s another thing to’ 
remember. Some brokerage 
houses will handle over-the-count- 
er transactions on a commission 
basis. That is, they will execute 
orders at the best inside price and 
charge their customers commis- 
sions in line with stock exchange 
commissions. 


This makes the over-the-counter 
dealers who work on an inside- 
outside basis unhappy. But it | 
usually saves money for the cus- | 
tomers. |

In German - speaking coun- 
tries, Torte refers to a cake

Philippe Bakes 
For the Queen 


When Philippe of the Waldorf, one of the most 
famous of the country’s chefs, chose to serve his pet 
dessert, a Savarin cake, at the banquet in New York 


honoring Queen Elizabeth 


a royal dessert. 


The forerunner of the Sava- 
rin, the Baba, was invented 
back in the 17th century by a 
Polish king and gourmand, 
Stanislas, who decided to try 
soaking his favorite butter-rich, 
fruited yeast cake with a rum 
syrup. 

Two centuries later a French 
pastry chef dreamed up a vari- 
ation of the Baba for another 
royal banquet, left out the fruit, 
soaked the cake in kirsch (a 
liqueur made from cherries). 
and baked the cake in a ring 


mold, calling this dessert a Sav- 
arin, after the famous French 
gourmand, Brillat Savarin.

Emphysema 
Cripples Lungs 


In the disease emphysema 
there is an inadequate capacity 
of the lungs to do their breath- 
ing, and in breathing the tiny 
cells of the lungs take in air con- 
taining oxygen for the purpose of 
giving it to the blood, and then 
they should expel a certain 
amount of air containing much 
carbon dioxide. 

When nothing interferes with 
this process the behavior of the 
lungs is seldom noticed by us. 
But in this condition of emphy- 
sema the little lung cells become 
overdistended and air becomes 
trapped in these cells in spite of 
the conscious efforts of the pa- 
tient to expel it.
